CASE OF STUD FARMS. 


A meeting of the Free State Taxpayers’ 
Association was held at Hill House, Bache- 
lor’s Walk, Dublin, yesterday, Mr. William 
Richardson presiding. 

Correspondence was read from members in 
Counties Cork, Kerry, Limerick, Galway, 
Clare, Sligo, Mayo, MA tire, Louth, Wex- 
ford, Wicklow, Donegal, Leix and Offaly. 

Several letters were received from owners 
of stud farms, stating that Inspectors of 
Taxes had been assessing them this year on 
the same basis as heretofore, notwithstand- 
ing the recent House of Lords’ decision in 
Lord Glanely’s case. 

Mr. John Ryan, Mullingar, said that it 
appeared to be the Free State Revenue Com- 
missioners’ idea of justice that English de- 
cisions should be ignored when they went in 
favour of the taxpayer, but that where the 
English decision favoured the State the full 
power and majesty of the law were to be 
invoked to make these decisions applicable 
in this country, so that the taxpayer might 
be fleeced. it would be the duty of this 
Association to insist on the equity of recog- 
nising the English decision as far as stud 
farms in this country were concerned, ‘and, if 
necessary, to put forward another “test ”’ 
case to get an immediate decision at once, in 
the interests of the great national asset of 
“gga which already has been hard 

it. 

It was decided to circularise interested 
parties at once, witn a view to taking joint 
action in the matter. 

The Secretary reported that since the re 
ports of the “' test’’ case had appeared in 
the newspapers he had been inundated with 
applications for membership of the Associa- 
tion and from people seeking advice on excess 
profits duty.

ON DEATH-ROLL. 


Mr. Oliver Stanley, Minister of Transport, 
opening yesterday a new road which bridges 
a railway, canal, river and road between 
Calverley and Horsforth, near Leeds, made 
some striking remarks about the death roll of 
the roads. 

Roads designed to help mankind had, he 
said, ben turned into a resemblance to battle- 
fields—had become places where almost daily 
human beings were deprived of their lives. 
Public opinion demanded, and demanded in- 
sistently, that something be done, but to be 
rushed by panic into hasty legislation would 
be wrong. 

The question to be decided was what was 
responsible for the accidents. There was 
being carried out a survey of all fatal acci- 
dents on the road, and when that survey was 
completed there might be some suggestions 
as to remedial measures to be put before 
Parliament. 

Nothing, however, that could be done in 
Parliament or by any regulations was as good
